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Primary Election ees | in Few sh ae A

It's doubtful that many of the 3,461 
Romulus residents who voted in the 
August 6 primary were surprised by the 
results of the candidate races, since 
their ballots, by andlarge, reflectedthose 


cast by people throughout the county — 


and the state. 

In fact, the only place that Romulus 
really bucked the trend was in the demo- 
cratic portion of the gubernatorial race. 
Statewide, Jennifer Granholm won hand- 
ily over James Blanchard and David 
Bonior, getting nearly double the votes 
garnered by either man. In Romulus, 
however, itwas Boniorwhocame out on 
top, earning 1,138 votes to Granholm's 
991 and Blanchard's 928. 

In the Republican half of the race, 
Romulus voters were much more of a 
mind with the rest of the state, support- 
ing Dick Posthumus by a ratio of more 
than five to one over John Joe Schwarz 
(241 to 46). 

Other Race Highlights 

Like voters elsewhere in the newly 
redrawn 15th Congressional District, 
Romulus residents opted for the over- 


whelmingly greater experience of John | 


Dingell (1,797 Romulus votes) over Lynn 
Rivers (1,240 votes) in an unusual race 
between two incumbent Democrats. 
Dingell will face unchallenged Republi- 
can Martin Kaltenbach (203 Romulus 
votes) this November. 

In the battle for State Representa- 
tive of the 22nd District, term-limited

Raymond Basham successfully passed 
the Democratic party's torch to his cur- 
rent assistant, Hoon-Yung Hopgood, 
who was the decided favorite among the 
group of five challengers. In Romulus, 


~ Hopgoodearned 1,140 votes compared 


to Patricia Lentz (563), Jacklyn Molner 
(394), Chris Dolson (383), and Donald 
Zub (221). Hopgood will face unchal- 
lenged Republican Ronald Vaughan (197 
Romulus votes) in the fall. 

And in the race to fill the seat of 
retiring 34th District Court Judge William 
Szlinis, candidate David Glaab (en- 
dorsed by Judges Tina Brooks Green 
and Brian A. Oakley) got the largest 
return in both Romulus (966) and the

district (3,455). Stephen Trahey did well 
in Romulus (placing second, with 892 
votes), but his overall total of 1,762 was 
not enough to pass David Parrott (who 
gleaned 627 votes in Romulus; 1,849 
altogether) for the second spot on 
November's ballot. Jeffrey Jahr received 
146 Romulus votes (1,547 overall), while 
George Chedraue drew 51 (232 total). 
Proposals? YES! 

Finally, as of our press time, it ap- 
peared that both state proposals and all 
three county proposals had passed over- 
all. Approval of the County measures 
will levy more money for jails, special 
education, and the SMART transporta- 
tion system. 4
